$200  to  resurface  the  Greenwood  Road  between  the  South  Road 
corner  and  the  top  of  the  hill. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  raising 
money  for  relief  purposes  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  raising 
money  in  anticipation  of  W.  P.  A.  projects.

Fiction  books  have  been  borrowed  this  year,  for  two  months, 
from  the  Exeter  Library.  A  few  non-fiction  have  been  borrowed 
from  the  State  Library  in  Concord. 

A  card-catalog  of  the  library  was  made  this  fall,  for  the  first 
time.  Miss  Catherine  Pratt  of  the  Public  Library  Commission 
helped  the  librarian  for  a  week  in  September  and  has  made  several 
visits  since.  Josephine  Sanborn  also  helped.  Many  old  books  were 
discarded.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  the  seventeenth  in  the  series. 

The  statistical  tables  accompanying  this  report,  more  in  number 
than  usual,  are  designed  to  give  a  clearer  and  better  picture  of  our 
school  plant,  our  pupils  and  teachers,  the  way  they  live  and  work, 
our  relations  with  our  school  neighbors  and  the  cost  of  it  all.  Table 
I  shows  at  a  glance  where  each  pupil  is  for  whose  schooling  Ken- 
sington levies  taxes;  there  are  five  such  pupils  fewer  than  last  year 
at  this  time.  Table  II  gives  the  history  of  the  Kensington  schools 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1935.  The  same  statistics  for  the  last 
ten  years  are  contained  in  Table  III,  a  collection  of  interesting  facts 
such  as  the  recent  fine  reduction  in  the  number  of  tardinesses. 
Table  IV  records  some  of  the  same  facts  and  other  important  sta- 
tistics for  each  of  the  districts  in  our  Union  No.  16  for  last  year. 
Tables  V  and  VI  show  the  cost  of  education  per  $1000  of  equalized 
valuation  for  Kensington  and  the  associated  districts  of  the  Union, 
as  well  as  for  the  districts  having  the  lowest  and  highest  cost  in 
New  Hampshire.  Good  attendance  is  recorded  in  Table  VII  in  a 
new  way  which  seems,  in  the  long  run,  to  be  fairer  to  those  who  take 
pride  in  regular  attendance.  By  this  means  credit  is  given  for  a  full 
week  of  attendance  wherever  the  week  occurs  in  the  school  year. 

While  the  East  School  has  a  large  enrollment  for  a  many  graded 
school  it  contains  seven  fewer  pupils  now  than  were  enrolled  last 
year.  The  relief  which  this  reduction  in  numbers  brings  is  much 
appreciated  by  teacher  and  pupils  alike  and  results  in  better  work 
and  healthier  living  together.  Every  seat  is  occupied,  however, 
even  now.  The  room  is  of  the  same  size  as  that  in  the  West  School 
which  enrolls  eighteen  pupils.  I  repeat  what  I  said  last  year,  namely, 
that  a  plan  of  sending  some  pupils  from  the  East  School  to  the 
North  School  would  be  of  benefit  to  both  schools.  Placing  pupils 
of  like  ages  and  grades  together  in  one  building  would,  probably, 
be  a  better  plan.  Mrs.  Baker,  our  new  teacher  in  the  East  School, 
brings  to  her  work  mature  experience  in  school  work  and  a  good  fund 
of  common  sense  in  her  dealings  with  parents.  She  has  changed  a 
feeling  of  unrest  into  one  of  satisfaction  and  she  has  the  respect  of 
parents  and  pupils  alike. 

The  West  School,  under  Miss  Stucki,  finished  a  fairly  good  year 
last  June.  The  two  pupils  who  were  in  grade  eight  are  now  doing 
well  in  high  school.  For  the  third  year,  however,  the  attendance 
record  fell  below  ninety  per  cent.  Bad  weather  and  occasional  ill- 
ness apparantly  account  for  the  drop  and  we  hope  that,  as  the 
present  pupils  grow  older  and  are  more  able  to  face  bad  weather 
and  long  walks  to  school,  we  shall  have  better  attendance.  I  am 
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pleased  to  report  that  Miss  Webster's  work  this  year  is  very  satis- 
factory and  that  in  her  contacts  with  parents  and  in  the  progress 
made  by  the  pupils  she  has  met  our  confident  expectations.  She 
teachers  and  manages  naturally,  and  is  industrious  and  painstaking 
in  all  her  work. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  the  fine  work  being  done  by  Miss 
Webber  in  the  North  School.  A  continual  source  of  wonder,  to  those 
who  have  to  do  with  schools,  is  the  fundamental  effect  which  per- 
sonalities have  in  the  class  room.  Miss  Webber  is  a  young  teacher  in 
accord  with  the  finest  tradition  of  strict  but  fair  discipline  who  re- 
quires conscientious  effort  from  her  pupils  and  is  a  friend  of  every 
child  and  parent.  Her  personality  has  won  the  school. 

A  new  State  Board  plan  will,  next  year,  allow  salaries  paid  for 
the  teaching  of  music  to  be  approved  for  state  aid.  Under  those 
conditions  I  recommend  that  a  teacher  of  music  be  employed,  as  a 
step  which  will  not  only  make  our  present  schools  still  more  at- 
tractive to  pupils  but  will  tend  to  produce  life  long  pleasure  for  them. 

Parents,  pupils  and  teachers  appreciate  the  efforts  you  have  made 
in  the  last  few  years  to  make  our  physical  plant  comfortable.  Thej^ 
also  understand  the  conditions  of  a  balanced  budget,  the  burden  of 
taxes  and  general  hard  times.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  pro- 
gress can  be  made  each  year  until  our  buildings  are  standard  in 
lighting  and  sanitation  and  are  as  fully  protected  from  the  wear  of 
time  as  painters  and  carpenters  can  protect  them. 

I  feel  that  the  pupils  of  the  North  School  are  under  such  danger 
from  automobiles  that  I  should  repeat  a  recommendation  of  last 
year,  suggesting  a  fence  along  the  road.  Traffic  from  the  East  moves 
swiftly  and  cannot  be  seen  more  than  a  few  hundred  feet  from  the 
school.  In  spite  of  all  that  a  conscientious  teacher  can  do,  the  possi- 
bility of  an  accident  is  very  great.  If  and  when  such  a  calamity 
comes  we  shall  all  realize  that  the  cost  of  a  fence  is  nothing  com- 
pared to  a  child's  death  or  his  condemnation  to  the  hopeless  life  of  a 
cripple. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Sheehy,  our  school  nurse,  is  appended  to  this 
report.  I  hope  it  will  be  read.  Only  one  pupil  in  the  Kensington 
schools  remains  unprotected  from  small  pox,  and  only  a  few  need 
dental  work.  Our  schools,  under  Mrs.  Sheehy's  care,  continue  to  be 
clean  and  well  taught  in  matters  of  health  and  they  are  increasingly 
better  able  to  resist  disease. 

For  the  teachers  and  for  myself  I  express  our  appreciation  for 
all  that  you  and  other  citizens  do  for  the  Kensington  schools.
